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Professions vs. Trades 


HERE are not many people in the world today who are 
T satisfied to labor for the sake of the work they do 

rather than for the remuneration they derive from it, 

but in-awafewveinstances there are cases of this kind. For 
instance there is a true story told of a minister who was 
offered a position as professor of a well known college, Ie 
declined it on the @round that it would not yield as great an 
income as his present occupation as a plasterer. 

Imagine a man, highly edueated, fitted to oceupy a pulpit 
or fill a professor’s chair and yet spreading plaster instead 
of the gospel or an education. This is one of the deplorable 
facts that have marked the rise in the wage scale since the 
great world war. Years and years of study are necessary to 
prepare a man for a profession. His college course is expen- 
sive, his first years of practice are precarious and then when 
he finally discovers that he has arrived at a place in life 
where he can command business and prestige he find that the 
remuneration in his profession does not equal the daily wage 
that is paid for labor which requires but a few month’s train- 
ing. 

These professional men ednnot help but feel a disappoint- 
ment in the present state of affairs and although they say 
little, the faet that there are vacant pulpits, a scarcity in a 
number of the professional lines and less students entering 
professional classes in the colleges demonstrates the 
seriousness of the situation.

ARGENTINE ANT 
[O MEALY BUGS 
BEST FRIEND 


Nothing could impress more 
strongly the role of the Argentine 
ant ag a citrus pest than its rela- 
tion to the flare-up of mealybugs, 
particulariy in the interior dia- 
tricts, says the Citograph. Even 
at the coast this ant, when pres- 
ent, hae a very direct bearing on 
the severity of and difficulty of 
controlling the mealybug pest. For- 
tunately at the coast ants are not 
widespread where mealybugs oc 
cur. It is seldom that mealybugs 
become an important pest in the 
interior districts unless ants are 
present; in fact, the writer has 
never in the last 15 years seen 2 
severe infestation in any citrus 
district eastward of Monrovia in 
an orchard free of ants. The 
Duarte, Azusa( Glendora, Covina, 
Upland, Cucamonga and Arling- 
ton infestations are all in terri- 
tory occupied by ants. Ant con- 
trol has been fundamental to 
mealybug control at Upland and 
Arlington. Where mealybugs find 
their way to orchards frequented 
by the Argentine ant they are pro- 
tected and cultivated by these 
active and ubiquitous insects. 
Where ants are present in mealy- 
bug orchards, ant-control is es- 
eential for full activity of bene- 
ficial insects in accomplishing a 
clean-up. 

How is the ant best controlled? 
Real eradication should be the 
aim, and experience has shown 
it can be accomplished in orch- 
ards by persistent effort with a 
poison sirup known as the gov- 
ernment formula. The method is 
to place a covered container hoki- 
ing about one inch of sirup on 
each tree infested with ants. A 
filled container of spice-tin form 
costs about six cents, or the sirup 
can de purchased at about §2 
























































































druggiste or from the Fruit Grow- 
ere Supply Co. It is next to im- 
possible to control ants during 
hot summer weather. Spring and 
fall are the periods which give 
good time to start. Don’t wait 
very numerous, scare-food abund- 
ant and control most difficult. 

Many people who attempt ant 
control fail. You cannot merely 
put out a container of poison and 
then expect ant eradication right 
away as many do. Ants are very 
tricky insects. They are very par- 
ticular about their food. Ant 
eradication necessitates service 
and persistence; in fact, service 
ie almost as important as the 
poison. Fresh poison must be put 
out every month or two for quick 
results. Leaky containers or 
containers which become filled 
with mold or trash must be re- 
placed. Unless a grower or asso- 
ciation is equipped to handle his 
own work properly and will per- 
sist in hendling it properly, he 
or they should contract with a re 
Mable commercial concern which 
handles ant control work. The 
cost by commercial operators is 
usually about 15 cents a tree by 
the year. In some southeastern 
states, community ant drives have 
been staged in which whole cities, 
or districts, have been turned 
over to qualified ant-control spec- 
jalists in an effort to reduce or 
eliminate the pest. Such organ- 
ized effort is highly commendable, 
economical and most likely to ac- 
complish results. The time is 
rapidly approaching when some 
such procedure should be develop- 
ed to meet the situation in cer- 
tain districts of Southern Cali- 
fornia.

The larvae or caterpillar 
stage of several moths present 
in the county attack a num- 
ber of different plants, though 
usually not seriously. The 
presence, however, of large 
numbers of the caterpillars of 
at least two of these moths 
in certain parts of Los Angeles 
county, according to reports, 
indicate damage very similar 
to that done by the true army 
worm. 

The general contro] measures 
effective in army worm in- 
festations are recommended. 
Where the worms have not 
gotten on the property but 
are approaching in large num- 
bers, a trench plowed around 
the property with a smal! 
amount of crude oil clece! in 
the bottom will provide an 
effective trap. The spreading 
of poison bait around the outer 
edges of the property and in 
adjacent fields is very 
tive where the numbers are 
not too great.

CITRUS GROVES 
ARE INSPECTED 


TO FIND SCALE 


Deputies Under Coy Are At 
Work Securing Acres 
For Fumigation 





Deputy Horticultural Com- 
missioners under the direction 
of Horticultural Commissioner 
J. P, Coy have commenced in- 
spection of citrus groves in 
the county in an endeavor to 
determine the approximate 
number of acres which will 
require fumigation during the 
coming summer for black and 
citricola scale. 

While the fumigation work 
will not get. underway before 
the middle of July it will re- 
quire some weeks to complete 
the inspections of groves 
through the county to deter- 
the acreage which will 


likely be fumigated or sprayed 
during the summer. 

As a rule fumigation work 
is started in the east end of 
the county several weeks in 
advance of the west-end dis- 
trict due to the late fruit in 
the west end of the county. 

Last year approximately 14,- 
000 acres of citrus fruit were 
fumigated for black and citri- 
cola scale in the county and 
fully that much acreage is ex- 
peted to be gone over during 
the coming summer. Some 
ranchers prefer spraying to 
fumigation in the less infected 
groves. 

An idea of the approximate 
number of acres which will 
require fumigation will prob- 
ably be known by the middle 
of June, according to the in- 
spectors.

OF TELEPHONES 
EARLY HIoTORY 


Forty years ago this spring 
the first copper wire was 


strung for long distance tele- 
phone service. It was con- 
sidered a bold project when :t 
was decided to put up a metal- 
lic circuit copper line between 
New York and Boston, in place 
of the grounded-circuit, iron 
wire lines then commonly 
used, but the venture proved 
@ success and it was soon seen 
that copper was easily super- 
ior for long lines. 

In the Bell Historical Mu- 
seum there is a piece of this 
first copper wire which is of 
much interest. The wire is 
No. 10 B. & S. gauge, hard 
drawn copper (weighing about 
180 ibs. per mile). It was 
ordered on May 25, 1883, from 
the Bridgeport Brass Company, 
and was strung by the South- 
ern New England Telephone 
Company for the American 
Bell Telephone Company in 
the spring of 1884. During 
that spring and summer exper- 
iments and tests were conduct- 
ed over the circuit and on 
September 4, 1884, the circuit 
was turned ov-> for commer- 
cial purposes. On December 
18, 1885, the American Tele- 
phone and Telegraph Co., pur- 
chased this circuit from the 
American Bell Telephone Co. 

The piece of wire from the 
original circuit was in the sec- 
tion between New London, 





Conn., and Westerly, R. I., 
and was in continual use from 
1884 to March, 1916, a period 
of thirty-two years. 


Oxfords 


OF THE VETERAN 


Calvin Coolidge, as Governor of 
Massachusetts, fostered and sign- 
ed more legislation beneficial to 
the veteran than any other gov- 
ernor in the United States. The 
following is a brief summary of 
the most important of these stat- 
utes and the general laws of Mass- 
achusetts on this subject: 


Authorization of cities and towns 
to appropriate money to celebrate 
return of service men and women. 
Acts 1919, Chap. 4. 

Provision for proper observance 
throughout the commonwealth of 
the return of Massachusetts ser- 
vice men.

8. 

Note:—These free quarters are not 
in the cellar or attic, but consist of 
four large rooms on the main floor 
and are probably the finest state 
headquarters in the country. Further, 
Massachusetts publishes every year the 
verbatim reports of the State American 
Legion Convention in book form free. 

Provision for the allowance of the 
sum of $135.00 for the burial of in- 
digent ex-serviee men and women, 
the cost of transportation, firing squad 
and the pnkeep of graves and markers 
for the same. Acts 1920, Chap. 39. 
Provision for veterans preference to 
those who have passed state civil ser- 
vice examinations.
